Dear Ms. Best: 

This is the Department of the Treasury’s (Treasury) final response to your Ereedom of 
Information Aet (EOIA) request dated Deeember 26, 2017. You requested “reeords relating to 
any doeument destruetion guidelines and polieies.” 

Your request has been proeessed under the provisions of the EOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552. A review 
was eondueted on responsive doeuments totaling 8 pages, and seetions of 2 pages will be 
withheld pursuant to Exemption 7(e) of the EOIA as deseribed below. There are no fees 
assessed at this time sinee allowable charges fell below the threshold for search and duplication. 

FOIA Exemption 7(E) protects records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes 
the release of which would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions. 

Since Treasury’s partial denial response constitutes an adverse action, you have the right to 
appeal this determination within 90 days from the date of this letter. By filing an appeal, you 
preserve your rights under EOIA and give the agency a chance to review and reconsider your 
request and the agency’s decision. Your appeal must be in writing, signed by you or your 
representative, and should contain the rationale for your appeal. Please also cite the EOIA 
reference number noted above. Your appeal should be addressed to:

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If you submit your appeal by mail, clearly mark the letter and the envelope with the words 
“Freedom of Information Act Appeal.” Your appeal must be postmarked or electronically 
transmitted within 90 days from the date of this letter.

A FOIA Public Liaison is a supervisory official to whom FOIA requesters can raise questions or 
concerns about the agency’s FOIA process. FOIA Public Liaisons can explain agency records, 
suggest agency offices that may have responsive records, provide an estimated date of 
completion, and discuss how to reformulate and/or reduce the scope of requests in order to 
minimize fees and expedite processing time. 

If you are unable to resolve your FOIA dispute through our FOIA Public Liaison, the Office of 
Government Information Services (OGIS) also mediates disputes between FOIA requesters and 
federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to litigation.
